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Community Center Plans to Get 
Go-Ahead, Alloted Space Changed

Next Monday, December 
14 the Greenbelt City Coun¬ 
cil is expected to give the 
go-ahead to the architec¬ 
tural firm of Keyes Condon 
Florence to proceed with 
their preparation of plans 
for the renovation of Center 
School. 

Although the financial support 
pledged earlier by both the state 
and the county is now uncertain, 
pulling ’back at this time appears 
the most costly of three alter¬ 
natives. 

These alternatives were pre¬ 
sented 'by Deputy City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin at a special 
work session on the Community 
Center held Monday, December 
7. According to McLaughlin, 
council could now decide on a 
more limited scope for the reno¬ 
vations. He recommended, how¬ 
ever- that it would ! be cheaper 
for the architects to design the 
full project. 

“That way,” he said in a memo 
to City Manager Daniel Hobbs, 
“even if -we get to bidding the 
project and have a long list of 
deduct alternatives, the city at 
least has the plans to act on those 
items that are deducted at some 
future time when funds may be 
available.” In addition, with com¬ 
plete plans in hand, the archi¬ 
tects can assist the city in de¬ 
veloping grant proposals- which 
always require detailed cost esti¬ 
mates. 


Another alternative for coun¬ 
cil might be to put the project 
on hold—probably until the end 
of the legislative session in 
April; but such delay would also 
delay further the projected open¬ 
ing of the center. At present 
the new elementary school under 
construction at the site of the 
old North End School will be 
ready to open in September- If 
reconstruction of Center School 
is to begin by September or 
October, the project would have 
to be put out for bids during 
the summer—which means that 
the architects must begin their 
design work in January. 

Adult Day Care 

In his presentation, McLaugh¬ 
lin introduced a new piece of 
information concerning the uses 
of the Community Center that 
had both council and the archi¬ 
tects excited. An adult day care 
center ha-s always been envis¬ 
ioned for part of the space to 
become available. In plans drawn 
up previously, this service would 
occupy classrooms on the first 
floor of the original building. 

In conversations with Univer¬ 
sity Fellowship Club (UFC), 
which has operated an adult day 
care facility on College Avenue 
near the University of Maryland 
for over 14 years, McLaughlin 
has confirmed its intention to 
move. They are interested in the 
Center School location but would 
like to use the basement area 
off the present kitchen. 


Architect Phil Esocoff- who 
looked at the possibilities, has 
agreed that this location would 
be superior for that purpose. It 
can be accessed directly from 
the present driveway behind the 
kitchen, which was originally 
created large enough for trash 
removal trucks. Thus users of the 
facility could be brought in by 
vans to a ground-level doorway. 
An elevator is also planned from 
the east door of the present 
school to the lower level, 

A number of lavatories would 
have to be added, large enough 
to permit space for helpers to 
assist disabled patrons. Esocoff 
agreed with UFC that the orig¬ 
inal lavatories on the ground 
floor level are not adequate for 
this purpose. 

The basement area would be 
more adequately utilized, as well, 
Esocoff said- because all the space 
would be designed for program 
uses. In the previously desig¬ 
nated allocation of this area for 
a ceramic studio, a kiln room, 
a glazing room, photography 
dark room, multimedia room and 
a room for the News Review, 
some space would have been 
wasted for hallways- he said. A 
kitchen is already in place as 
well. 

Although McLaughlin cannot 
get a certain commitment from 
University Fellowship Club until 
after its board meeting in Janu-

Concerns, Cable Rate Increase 


Discussed at Council Meeting

Citizen concerns about 
trees tagged in a wooded 
area along Crescent Road, 
issues raiised at the annual 
Seniors Forum and the Mul¬ 
tivision fee increases were 
discussed at the November 
23 regular meeting of the 
Greenbelt City Council. 
Pathway Marked 
The city staff recently marked 
frees with red ribbons in a wood¬ 
ed parcel along Crescent Road 
behind Forestway. The markers 
show the tentative route for a 
planned path developed as part 
of a review of pedestrian safety 
along Crescent Road. The path 
would connect the existing as¬ 
phalt path to the inner walkway 
system. Currently, the path 
stops abruptly at a set of steps 
opposite St Hugh’3 Church. This 
leads pedestrians to cross Cres¬ 
cent at an unsafe place, 

Beth Novick of Forestway told 
council she was “appalled” by 


the marking of the path. She 
complained that the residents 
had not been notified what the 
markings indicated, asked for a 
needs assessment tor the planned 
path, cost information and details 
of the environmental impact and 
questioned whether the path was 
ever, needed. 

Director of Planning and De¬ 
velopment Celia Wilson explained 
that she planned to notify all 
homeowners in the area of the 
planned path, but first wanted 
council to have time to view and 
comment on the marked path. 
City Manager Daniel Hobbs said 
that nothing about the path plan 
was yet fixed- Mayor Gil Weiden- 
feld suggested a meeting between 
the affected citizens and the city 
staff. 

Council member Rodney Rob¬ 
erts charged that the proposed 
path would “destroy the integ¬ 
rity” of the wooded area and 
require a lot of filling and 
grading. He objected when Hobbs 
described the path surface as 
asphalt, saying that the city 


manager had previously said the 
issue was not yet decided and 
had left open the possibility of 
a natural surface path (such as 
wood chips). Hobbs corrected 
himself to say that asphalt was 
the “most likely” surface, but 
that it depended upon council's 
objectives for the path. 

A surface suitable for bicycles 
and strollers is needed, argued 
council member Antoinette Bram, 
citing citizen comments. Novick's 
complaint that citizens should 
have been notified before the 
area was tagged, was supported 
by council member Edward Pu- 
tens. However, when Wilson 
asked whether she should send 
the letters immediately, council 
member Thomas Whi f e requested 
time to review the path. In the 
end, council directed staff to send 
the notification letters by the 
end of the week. 

Senior Advisory Committee 

Betty Timer, vice chairperson 
of the Senior Advisory Commit¬ 
tee, presented the group’s report

City Seeks County Funds 
For Community Center

At a November 19 dinner meeting with the Prince 
Georges Planni ng Board, the Greenbelt City Council repeat¬ 
ed its request for Maryland-National Capital Park and Plan¬ 
ning Commission (MNCPPC) financial support for the new 
community center. This facility will be located in Center 
School after the new elementary school on Ridge Road is 
completed. The planning board is the Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty’s half of the bi-county MNCPPC. 

Speaking on behalf of the coun¬ 


cil, Mayor Gil Weidenfeld urged 
funding in fiscal year 1994, (the 
financial year which begins next 
July and ends in June 1994) for 
part of the cost of renovating 
the building. He also requested 
funding in future years for a 
portion of the cost of operating 
the facility. Weidenfeld contend¬ 
ed that many users of the center 
and its programs would be non- 
Greenbelt residents because 
MNCPPC does not have any 
similar facilities nearby, although 
it operates community centers in 
other areas of the county. He 
also noted that the renovation 
and conversion of the school to 
a community center would assure 
the preservation of an historic 
facility, one of the objectives ol 
the commission. 

Unfair Tax Return 

As in previous years, Weiden¬ 
feld also contended that Greenbelt 
does not get a fair return on the 
taxes paid by its residents for 
county recreational programs un¬ 
der the supervision of the plan¬ 
ning board. For the current fis¬ 
cal year he estimated that city 
residents will have paid approxi¬ 
mately $600,000 for county rec¬ 
reation, while the direct services 
to Greenbelt amount to only 
$60,000. 

“As we see it,” Weidenfeld 
told the board, “Greenbelt Cen¬ 
ter is equivalent to the Har¬ 
mony Hall Regional Center in 
Fort Washington, which has a 
budget of over $585,000* Looking 


at it another way, in Bowie, the 
Commission operates three rec¬ 
reation centers with a total bud¬ 
get of approximately $600,000 
Greenbelt residents pay the same 
recreation taxes as Bowie resi¬ 
dents, but in Greenbelt, the city 
operates the recreation centers 
and MNCPPC provides support 
of only about $60,000. 

Funding Doubtful 

According to Deuty City 
Manager Michael P McLaughlin, 
Planning Board Chair John 
Rhoads indicated a desire to re¬ 
spond in a positive way, but 
found it very difficult to do so. 
He listed for Council some of 
the new financial burdens which 
have to be funded in the next 
fiscal year even though revenues 
have not been increasing. He also 
took exception to the city's con¬ 
tention that it is not receiving 
adequate county funding and 
noted that the MNCPPC had pro¬ 
vided $1,25 million for the pur¬ 
chase of Parcel 1. 

While it appeared unlikely that 
added funding would be obtained 
in the next fiscal year city offi¬ 
cials are hopeful that the Plan¬ 
ning Board would begin to fund 
some of the center s operations 
in the following year. 

Besides giving city officials an 
opportunity to present their 
funding request, the meeting 
also was an opportunity for them 
to become acquainted with the 
members of the planning board, 
all of whom, except Rhoads, had 
been appointed since the time the 
council last met with it. 


GHI Board Adopts Budget, 
Tries to Shorten Meetings

A deceptively brief agenda awaited people attending 
the November 19 meeting of the Board of Directors, Green- 
belt Homes. Inc. Three major topics were discussed - the 


second reading of the 1993 budget; board member proced¬ 
ures; and employee health insurance. 


1993 Budget 

Ron Colton, General Manager, 
fine-tuned the 1993 budget for 
the second formal reading. The 
board adopted, for second read¬ 
ing, this budget with Carol Levin 
and Don Comus opposing. Levin 
and Comus indicated that they 
had not been provided requested 
information from management 
to make an informed decision on 
the budget. 

Shorter Meetings 
What appeared to be a briefer 
meeting than usual was side¬ 
tracked over a lengthy discussion 


on how to shorten board meet¬ 
ings. Board member Margaret 
Hogensen proposed eliminating 
the break, which was turned 
down. (A change to a 5-minute 
break was later approved.) She 
next proposed starting the meet¬ 
ings earlier. This was also re¬ 
jected by members who would 
not be able to get home from 
work or spend a brief amount of 
time at home before the meet¬ 
ing. Hogensen next proposed an 
ad hoc committee on board pro-

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Others Must Help 

City taxpayers should not be the only ones to pay the 
cost of renovating and operating Center School as a com¬ 
munity center—a cost that the city staff estimates could 
increase the property tax rate by 10 cents. The Maryland- 
National Capital Park and Planning Commission (MNCP- 
PC), Prince Georges County, the state and future building 
users should share in these expenses. 

MNCPPC. According to city staff, this agency collects over 
$600,000 in recreation taxes from city residents. In return, 
the city receives only about $60,000 in direct payments/ 
services for city recreation programming. When council re¬ 
cently met with the Prince Georges Planning Board (this 
county's board responsible for recreation spending), Chair¬ 
man Rhoads cited a lack of funds and other financial com¬ 
mitments of the agency as preventing more funds for 
Greenbelt. This response is unacceptable. MNCPPC has 
been skimming recreation funds off of Greenbelt for many, 
many years. Financial support for the community center 
would rectify this inequity. 

In addition, the city expects that a large number of 
Community Center users will be from our neighboring com¬ 
munities. For example, 46 % of the indoor pool users are 
non-residents. 

County. County Executive Glendening, County Coun- 
cilmember Castaldi and other councilmembers should help 
obtain financial support for the center. Also they should 
remember that if the city fails to take over the school, the 
county will wind up with an old building that is an historic 
landmark in need of renovation, will be expensive to oper¬ 
ate and for which the county has no use. 

These officials can also assist the city in obtaining 
financial support from other sources such as the state. 

State. We look to Senator Green and Delegates Conroy, 
Pitkin and Hubbard to push the right buttons to get state 
dollars for this facility. We recognize that the state has a 
fiscal crisis. However, it still spends a lot of money. We 
note that last year, during the fiscal crisis, the state legis¬ 
lature authorized financial support for building a new base¬ 
ball stadium in Bowie. 

There are two state programs which have financed part 
of the cost of adult day care and senior activities centers. 
From these programs, the city hopes to get $288,000 for the 
senior center and $250,000 for the adult day care center 
planned to be housed in this facility. In addition, the city 
will apply for a $25,000 grant from the Maryland Historical 
Trust. 

User Groups, Many city organizations are looking for¬ 
ward to being able to utilize this facility when it opens hope¬ 
fully in 1994. The News Review is one. They lack adequate 
funding. For many, paying the city any kind of rent or 
user fee will be difficult. However, they all will greatly 
benefit from being able to use this new center. Each organ¬ 
ization has the obligation to make every effort to raise 
additional funds in order to help defray the city's costs 
for operating the center.

A Fine Record 

For the years 1990, 1991, and 
for the year 1992 (projected) 
GHI will have shown a surplus 
at the end of each year. In each 
of the years all planned pro¬ 
grams were completed. 

The long range Replacement 
Program, approved in 1987, is 
on target without the need ta 
borrow any funds. The Replace¬ 
ment Reserve continues to funi 
the replacements and repairs as 
planned. 

In 1991, under this program 
the following budgeted items 
were completed: 

Trim Painting, parking lot re¬ 
pair and sealing, frame porch 
roofs, frame sewer cleanouts, 
masonry building repairs renta 1 
garage doors/trim. swale/drain¬ 
age. tree replacement, sewer 
main replacement, frame porch 
decks, masonry trim, brick homes 
ridge/fascia/rakeboard. and elec* 
trie main connections. 

This work involved 1,891 pro¬ 
gram work orders. In addition, 
the maintenance staff responded 
to 8,966 member call-ins in 1991 

The corporation continues to 
obtain monies from sources other 
than from members’ monthly 
charges. These sums are used to 
reduce the greater monthly 
charges that members otherwise 
would have to pay. 

In the year 1991 approximate¬ 
ly $558 000 was accumulated 
from services and loans to GDC, 
interest on bank deposits, and 
rental fees for the garages and 
the boat trailer yard. 

Approximately $20,000 results 
in the reduction in monthly 
charges of $1 a month- It is 
evident, therefore, that the $553 - 
000 saves members approximate¬ 
ly $29 a month that would oth¬ 
erwise be required to balance the 
budget. 

The corporation is in a heal¬ 
thy financial status. As of Sep¬ 
tember 30 of this year GHI has 
accumulated reserves in the 
amount of $1,672,000 for planned 
programs and for unforeseen con¬ 
tingencies. 

The credit for this fine record 
goes to the manager and a hard 
working and dedicated staff, to 
the Board of Directors and the 
many members serving on im¬ 
portant committees. 

The participation of members* 
by attendance at Board meetings 
and serving on committees, is 
essential for the continued suc¬ 
cess of the Co-op, These are 
ideal ways for members to ac¬ 
quire first hand experience in 
the affairs of the Co-op and pro¬ 
vide for the availability of ex¬ 
perienced members to serve or.

Your November 19 issue con¬ 
tained an editorial entitled “Take 
Another Look” which raised 
questions about the proposed 
renovation of the Roosevelt Cen¬ 
ter parking lots, imd urged that 
the project be delayed and re¬ 
examined. You have raised some 
very important points. I would 
like to offer some additional in¬ 
sights into the “whys” of this 
project. 

Renovation and revitalization 
of Roosevelt Center has been a 
priority of the City Council for 
years. In 1988, council adopted 
a master plan and architectural 
guidelines for the renovation of 
the center. This document ad¬ 
dressed the renovation of the 
center both as an important his¬ 
toric landmark, and as a vital 
commercial recreational, and so¬ 
cial center. 

In the past two years, signifi¬ 
cant improvements have been 
made to the Center. Renovation 
of Centerway was completed in 
1991- The council also success¬ 
fully created a public/private 
partnership with George Chris- 
tacos, which resulted in restora¬ 
tion of the original commercial 
buildings. The Co-op and Dom¬ 
ino’s have voluntarily adopted 
the architectural standards for 
the center, and those buildings 
have been restored accordingly. 
Finally, the Professional Build¬ 
ing owners have contributed to 
the project cost for the reno¬ 
vation of the public space next 
to the office building. 

Renovation of the parking Jots 
remains a high priority. How¬ 
ever, this project is not as sim¬ 
ple as adding 11 parking spaces, 
or even restriping the parking 
lot. When complete, the parking 
lot renovation will result in the 
addition of much needed park¬ 
ing (more than 11 spaces when 
compact spaces are delineated) 
Equally important, this renova¬ 
tion project will help improve 
vehicle circulation, pedestrian 
and handicap access, and appear¬ 
ance. 

This project has already been 
through numerous design on- 
cepts, reviews and revisions. A 
preliminary project cost of $2.1 
million has been reduced to 
$750000, without significantly 
altering the scope of the project. 
Additionally, the concerns of the 
Center merchants relating to de¬ 
sign and phasing are addressed 
in the final parking lot design. 
We believe that the result is a 
project that meets the objectives 
of the master pun, and the 
needs of the Center, wh ^3 being 
affordable. 

Timing of this project is vital 
Community Development Block 
grants and contributions from 
George Christacos will fund near¬ 
ly the entire cost of the parking 
lot renovation. We must com¬ 
plete this project by Jane 30 in 
o*der to use the Voek giant 
funds. Delaying could cause us 
to lose this money. 

The concerns you mentioned 
relating to the Community Cen¬ 
ter are not being ignored. At 
the early stages of planning the 
parking lot renovation, we ad¬ 
dressed the very issues you raise. 
Two points became very clear— 
to link the two parking areas 
would require removing a large 
number of mature trees, and we

During this very busy season 
as we wrap our gifts and deco¬ 
rate our homes, there will be 
those among us who will wonder, 
“Where will tomorrow’s meal 
come from?” Every time we drop 
a can or a box of cereal into the 
donation box- we have. helped to 
answer that question. If it is 
true that children learn what 
they live, then the citizens of 
Greenbelt by their example are 
teaching a very important lesson 
to their young people: That it 
is better to give, than receive.

Contamination Can 
Threaten Recycling 

The newly made pickle jar 
traveling along the conveyor was 
curious indeed. None of the glass 
container plant's sophisticated 
inspection equipment was re¬ 
quired to see the defect. Clearly 
visible were the remains of a 
light bulb filament and socket 
which had traveled through the 
intense 2800 degree heat of a 
glass-melting furnace and into 
a forming mold to become a 
part of the container. 

“Apparently, someone thought 
a light bulb could be recycled 
just like bottles and jars." ex¬ 
plains Austin Fiore, Owens- 
Brockway regional recycling 
manager. 

Metal caps, lids and bottle 
neck rings can find their way 
into a glass furnace despite the 
best efforts of sophisticated 
equipment and close visual in¬ 
spection. 

“Contamination is the Achilles' 
heel of the entire recycling 
movement*” declares William 
Boxell, manager of special pro¬ 
jects for Foster-Forbes. “No ma¬ 
terial—glass, aluminum, plastic 
or paper—can be reused in the 
manufacturing process if it con¬ 
tains foreign substances,” 

The problem has grown along 
with the overall increase in glass 
recycling. The nation's glass 


container plants have jumped 
their use of post-consumer giai* 
by 82% over the past five years. 
There has been a corresponding 
rise in contamination with vir¬ 
tually every plant in the country 
reporting some problems. In se¬ 
vere cases, furnaces have had 
to be shut down and drained to 
remove contaminants. 

To combat this threat to re¬ 
cycling, the Mid-Atlantic Glass 
Recycling Program has an¬ 
nounced the start of an on-going 
public awareness effort, design¬ 
ed to drive home what glass 
plants can and cannot accept. 

Douglas L, Gibboney, execu¬ 
tive director of the Mid-Atlantic 
Glass Recycling Program said, 
“We want to reach consumers 
so they know not to put that 
broken coffee cup in the recycling 
process.” 

“People are eager to recycle; 
we just need to work together 
to show them how,” says Frank 
Reid, recycling director for An¬ 
chor Glass. 

The Mid-Atlantic Glass Re¬ 
cycling Program serves Dela¬ 
ware, Maryland, Pennsylvania, 
Virginia and West Virginia at 
well as the District of Columbia. 
Its goal is to promote the use 
and recycling of glass contain¬ 
ers.

ary, he said, the staff is very 
excited about this possibility. As 
“a reputable service provider,*’ 
McLaughlin said, “they would 
bring a viable, solvent operation 
to the center.” They would also 
expand their services from a 
present population of 40 to 60 
or 80 thus providing space for 
Greenbelt residents. 

In addition. County Executive 
Parris Glendening has agreed to 
make available probably $200,- 
000 in Community Development 
Block Grant funds to UFC to 
help it find a new home. This 
would go a long way towards 
helping the county meet its com¬ 
mitment to the city to provide 
funding assistance” for the Com¬ 
munity Center.” Laughlin noted. 

The expanded space would also 
increase revenue — from a pro¬ 
jected $25,000 to $36-37,000 he 
sain. 

Greenbelt Nursery School 

The other major revenue- 
producing user of the Commun¬ 
ity Center would be the Green- 
belt Cooperative Nursery School 
and Kindergarten, which has of¬ 
fered a commiment in writing to 
the city. The group insists on 
the space previously allocated 
fur their use—the ground floor 
classrooms of the newer wing 
adjacent to the playground. 

McLaughlin sees these two 
users as “key tenants.” “Wh^n 
they are locked in” space uses 
can be adapted to accommodate 
others, he suggested. With both 
these primary users- he envis¬ 
ioned long-term leases—on the 
order of 10 years. 

Black Box Theater 

Near the end of the meeting, 
Greenbelt Cultural Arts. Center 
president Marie Tousignant’ de¬ 
scribed the results of research 
by members of their group that 
suggest that the proposed 60’ by 
60’ black box theater, to be added 
to the present building, would 
be inadequate. She suggested 
expanding the space to 60’ by 
80*. 

Council member Antoinette 
Bram suggested that if the over¬ 
all plans expand too much, they 
“would kill it” Mayor Pro Tem 
Thomas X. White called this sug¬ 
gestion of expansion “an option 
•on an option” and “a flight of 
fancy.” Konrad Herling, how¬ 
ever- insisted that constructing 
a viable facility, large enough 
for various purposes such as 
lectures and concerts, would cre¬ 
ate a revenue-producing element 
in the center plans. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld recom¬ 
mended that the arts group meet 
first with the architects, then 
with the Community Center Ad¬ 
visory Committee and only later 
with the city council. Esocoff 
urged that a theater consultant 
also be brought in on* these dis¬ 
cussions. 

Council Support 
To a person, however, council 
agreed that going ahead with 
the full set of plans is important- 
Expressing optimism about the 
apparent economic upturn and 
changes with the Clinton admin¬ 
istration* which may make funds 
available as an economic stimu¬ 
lus, as was the case with the 
Carter administration, Weiden¬ 
feld said, “It would behoove us 
to have plans ready to go,” He 
noted that because Greenbelt had 
plans in place for the expansion 
of the munirnal building, the 
city was able to qualify for fed¬ 
eral funds anti create the ad¬ 
dition “at na cost to Greenbelt”

cedures. This motion passed and 
Levin. Keith Jahoda, and Wayne 
Williams were named members 
with Jahoda serving as chair. 

Levin stated that the 'engthy 
meetings are at least partly due 
to the board not following its 
own bylaws. If by-laws were fol¬ 
lowed, she noted, there would be 
less discussion of each item- She 
also indicated that the president 
must be firmer in_ setting time 
limits for discussions and in fol¬ 
lowing Robert’s Rules of Order. 

The board later passed a mo¬ 
tion to recess to executive ses¬ 
sion at each meeting no later 
than midnight. Topics on the 
agenda not discussed will be 
moved to the next regularly 
scheduled board meeting. 

In other areas related to board 
procedures, Levin questioned how 
management decides which items 
to provide copies of to non-hoard 
attendees at board meetings, i.e.. 
copies available on the back ta¬ 
ble of the board room. ft was 
indicated that in most instances, 
when an item relates to an agen¬ 
da topic, management tries to 
provide copies. 

At least partly due to the fact 
that minutes of meetings dating 
back to mid-August were dis¬ 
tributed at the meeting, Levin 
proposed a motion to require 
management to provide minutes 
within 30 days or by the second 
meeting. Colton replied that un¬ 
usually long meetings (6 hours), 
the budget process, and staff 
turnover have caused recent min¬ 
utes to be late. Williams indi¬ 
cated that he thought the current 
policy was 60 days and in z his 
instance the procedures broke 
u >wn.

Bikes Were Problem 

More than 50 years gge, 
Greenbelt was designed and con¬ 
structed with a system of inter¬ 
ior pathways and underpasses 
that served pedestrian and non* 
vehicular traffic. Films shown at 
the Greenbelt Museum (open 
Sundays from 1-5) show packs 
of youngsters driving 35-pound 
single speed bikes along those 
pathways and through the un¬ 
derpasses. The 1941 Greenbelt 
Residents Manual says: 

“UNDERPASSES—The under- 
passes were constructed to elimi¬ 
nate dangers of traffic hazards, 
but other dangers have arisen 
by children roller skating or rid* 
ing bicycles and wagons through 
these areas, causing considerable 
danger and some serious acci¬ 
dents. Please instruct your chil¬ 
dren that roller skating, riding 
of scooters, bicycles, tricycles or 
wagons through the underpasses 
or on the approaches to under¬ 
passes is strictly forbidden.” 

“BICYCLES— The riding of 
two-wheeled bicycles on the 
walks or in the plaza at thi 
business center is prohibited. We 
have had several serious acci¬ 
dents caused by bicycles striking 
children who were on the walks, 
and we are therefore required 
to enforce this restriction.”
